Although -a city budget is the best 


means of controlling municipal ex- 
penses, even a budget has to provide 
a considerable.surplus In order to be 
sure of keeping within the year's rev- 
enues, as required by law, Mayor 
John Vesey told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Revenues rise and fall from one 


year to another, fluctuating as much 
ns 54,000 or $5,000; and expenses such 
as the fire department depend upon 
how frequently the firemen are call- 
ed out, the mayor said. 


Principal Revenues 


Speaking on a Rotary program spon- 


sored by Pat Duffie, Mr. Vesey said: 


"City finances are based on a 5-mill 


tax, a constitutional limitation, ex- 
cept for the right to issue bonds and 
pay for same with an additional 5-mill 
tax. 


"The second source of revenue for 


the City of Hope is the turnback of 
one-half of the 3-mill road tax. 


"These two revenues are the most 


certain the city can depend''on, and 
they yield on the average from $16,- 
000 to $18,000 -a year combined. 


"An aufo license tax of $2.50 a year 


shows a total of 800 licenses in Hope 
this year—a new high record—includ- 
ing some licenses for the half year ai 
$1.25. The net on the, license tax is 
about' $1,5*.. • 
"The street tax yields another $2,- 


OQQ,, .with incidental,, taxes,,\such ,as 
theater, carnival, pool hall, restauran 
and'dryage licenses. 


"The fatal expectation on city rev- 


enues is about $30,000 a year.
